Health Care Priorities 



A Fraser Institute study revealed that in 1999 the average 
waiting list time for referral to a specialist was 14 weeks, 
an MRI - 12 weeks, cancer treatment - 4.5 weeks. 



In 2000, the average waiting time for an abortion in 
Canada was less than 4 weeks. 



In 1998, Stats Can reported 110,223 abortions were 
performed. This number exceeds the combined total of 
Canadians who died from; heart disease, 42,870; cancer, 
26,221; and stroke, 15,878.

R egardless of the longstanding public debate over unfettered 
access to abortion, there is no question that Canadians 
overwhelmingly oppose the use of tax dollars to pay for the 
procedure. Indeed, a 1991 plebiscite in Saskatchewan found that 
63% of voters did not want their tax dollars used to pay for 
medically unnecessary abortions. Polls consistently reveal this to 
be a prevailing sentiment, but provincial and federal politicians 
refuse to act. 

For years, the NDP government of Saskatchewan and the federal 
Liberal government have refused to respect the wishes of voters 
on the issue of de-funding abortion. The Canadian Alliance is also 
opposed to addressing the situation. Their collective inaction 
stems from a singular lack of political will, and cowardice in 
standing up to taxpayer funded lobby groups who oppose giving 
Canadians a say in the matter. 

For those politicians not afraid to ‘tell it like it is’, and committed 
to respecting the views of constituents, it is a frustrating situation. 
In this regard, I tabled a Private Members Bill, C-452, which 
seeks to have the issue of de-funding medically unnecessary 
abortions put before Canadian voters in a national referendum at 
the time of the next federal election.
